About noon a fine'-appearing, 
well dressed man went to Warner's 
livery stable and hired u oloso carriage 
to tako his wife from tho chamber of 
commerce, whore she then was, to Jef- 
ferson Park. The carriage was furnish- 
ed with a son of John Warner as the 
driver. Going to the chamber of com- 
incice, tho man went inside to get hid 
wif'a. 
After being gone a short time, 


ho returned and said his wife was not 
quite icady, but he would go to tho 
bank. To tho bank ho was driven.1 


Tbo only officers in the bank at the tirnq 
were William Oberhausor, the cashier, 
and Bornhard Schneider, the book 
keeper, the rost being at dinner. Whoa 
tho man in tho buggy drove up, the 
cashier was buay with a man regarding 
certain drafts which ho wished to pur 
chaso. Tho man in tho carriage sent 
in for Mr. Schneider, and on that gen- 
tleman going out, said he wished to 
purchase a ticket to Europe. 
Mr, 


Schneider said it was not his business 
to attend to that branch of tho bank's 
business, but tho man kept him outsidei 
talking, and several times tried to go| 
him into tho oarriago, but was uasuof 
coasful. 
While this was transpiring, a 


third man entered tho bank by a side 
door, passed into tho private omeo| 
grabbed $7,500 in currency which wa» 
laying on tho table, and eloped through: 
tho back door unobserved. As soon of 
this was accomplished, tho negotiations 
between tho man at tho counter and tho 
cashier were brought to a speedy eonf 
elusion, and ho departed. 
The man in 


tho buggy also ordered hia driver to

drive to tho chamber of commerce^ 
which was done, bo getting out and om 
tering tho building, leaving by a back 
door.

Tho loss of the money wai discover- 


ed about ton minutes after tho robbery 
but despite the hardest work by the 
authorities, no clue to tho thieves baa 
boon obtained.

Tho method by which tho robbery 


was accomplished is a very old one, and 
haa been shown up in the newspapers 
a hundred times, but its success ia dua 
to its simplicity. With a finely-dressed 
hor^st looking man at tho counter] 
wl ro ho could see tho money, and se« 
any ono who should try to steal it, the 
cashier would naturally not be so vigi^ 
lant as to watch what was going on 
behind him.

All tho details of the plan had been 


carefully worked np, the thieves even 
knowing th.it tho back door could bd 
opened on tho inside, but not, on tho 
outside, without a key, and governed 
Ihomiolvos accordingly. Tho fact of 
the man who was in tho carriage trying 
to got Mr, Schneider into it, leads us to 
believe that the thieves wcro going to 
havo tho money if they had to fight for 
it, for, with Mr. Schneider in tho car- 
riage,"tlio occupant, if any noise bad 
boon heard in the bank, could easily 
havo hold him, thereby precluding hid 
giving any assistance to the oashier.who 
would have had tho two men to deal 
with, and would havo been quickly 
overpowered.

On lu'count of tho continued rain and 


Uio chilling; wind which prevailed Hat- 
mdiiy iiftuniuou, and especially toward 
night, it was thought best by some to 
pontpwinj the ratification of thr Cincin- 
nati iionuimlions until Monday r.iglit, 
lint us tlic expectation ot a tli'iiinnslrii- 
tion had been aroused, ami the people 
'.ermod impatient to attest their appro- 
val ol the action of the national conven- 
tion, it was finally duciduil to yo ahead 
and carry out tho programme that liad 
had been laid down by the committees 
having in charge the conduct of .the 
campaign. 


Mr. W. II lirnmblc, with such a<wh- 


tancu ni ho needed, gathered in the 
course of the afternoon material for a 
magnificent bonfire, lit the crossing of 
Wood and 
Water streets. 
He also 


brought tho cannon from Maroa, which 
liad been purchased of the artillery com- 
pany there for use in tho compaign and 
other occasions when gunpowder la to 
bo burned, and placed it in the open lot 
south of the IJcrujii.tCAN ofllcc. 


Aa early as 7 o'clock, as bad as the 


weather wa^, a large crowd had gather- 
ed in the vicinity, and it was evident to 
all that the people meant business, and 
were anxious to ratify right then and 
them. Jn the meantime tho Decatur 
band struck up a lively air, and marched 
into the court house, where it was 
thought best to have tho speaking, on 
account of the stonri being too severe 
to admit of an open-air gathering. 


At about 8 o'clock the roar of tho can- 


non drew a still larger crowd to the 
spot, and twelve guns were fired; the 
band playing at intervals. While the 
firing was in progress, tho torch was ap- 
plied to the pile ot tar barrels and other 
combustibles, that had been gathered, 
and as the flames feasted upon the pile 
ami lilted themselves high iu air, the 
scene was indescribably grand. Mean- 
while tho crowd had increased iu the 
court house until the lower room was 
well lillcd. 


At about half past eight o'clock Mayor 


Chambers called the meeting to order, 
and nominated ex-Mayor Momwoather 
aa chairman of the mooting, which nom- 
ination was unanimously confirmed. 


Upon taking tho chair the president 


asked some 0110 to state the object of the 
meeting. Capt. R. P. Lytlo, chairman 
of the county central committo, stated 
that the people had come together to 
ratify the nominations for President and 
Vice President made at Cincinnati, and 
called upon tho chairman to make some 
remarks upon tho aubicot, who respond- 
ed In an earnest speech of about ten 
minutes. Mr. Meriwcalhor referred to 
his personal acquaintance with tho 
nominee for President, and spoke of his 
early life, indicating that he was a 
young man dependent upon his own re- 
sources, and that he arose from compar- 
ative obscurity to eminence by virtue of 
his rectitude and perseverance. 
The 


speaker mentioned the1 disappointment 
experienced by himself and many others 
at the failure of tho convention to nom- 
inate Mi. Blaino, but said lie believed 
that the delegates at Cincinnati did 
what they doomed to be best for thcJRe- 
publican party and the country, and in- 
iismuch as they selected as the standard- 
bearer of tho party a gallant soldier, an 
able statesman, and a man without a 
Htnin upon Ills private or oflicial Jcharac- 
tcr, ho was content, and hoped that the 
Itopuldicans of Macon county wouldcn- 
ter the campaign with .a determination 
to win. In conclusion ho said he regard- 
ed victory for tho ticket,sure next No- 
vember. 


The remarks of tho chairman were to 


the point, and wore received with ap- 
plause. 


Dr. i!rown was tho next speaker called, 


who responded in a short speech, ex- 
pressing his admiration of the men who 
compose tho Republican National ticket, 
and his unwavering faith in its trium- 
phant election next fall. 


At the conclusion of Doctor Brown's 


speech there wore loud calls for Hon. A. 
11. liunn, and that gentleman came for- 
ward and entertained the crowd with a 
spirited and stirring fspeoch of ImU an 
hour, which was vociferously applauded. 
Tho speaker said that at tho first moment, 
upon hearing of tho nomination of 
Hayes, he experienced the feeling of dis- 
appointment which seemed to bo general 
among Republicans who had confidently 
expected tho nomination ol the ablo and 
gallant statesman of Maine, James G, 
Ulainc; but upon reflection, and conver- 
sation with prominent Republicans at 
Springfield, where he was when the 
news reached him, ho became satisfied 
that the soldier statesman of Ohio would 
bo a leader of whom the party might 
justly be proud, and that ho would, per- 
haps, bring to it the co-operation and 
support of men who would not liove 
aided in tho election of Mr. Blaiuo. lie 
was well pleased with the ticket, and 
would labor earnestly for its success.— 
Many passages in Mr, Bunn's speech 
were strikingly eloquent and tolling, and 
throughout it had the genuine republi- 
can ring. The speaker thanked the au- 
dicnco for calling him out, and said that 
at somo future timo, if they saw fit to 
give him the opportunity, he would bo 
pleased to discuss in their hearing tUe 
issues involved in tho canvas, and fur: 
thcr urge tho claims of the nominees of 
the Cincinnati convention to the suffra- 
ges of tho American people. 


\fil\i these remarks Mr. Buim loft tho 


stand, when there was a loud call for 


Mr. ,J. A. Brown, who came forward ant 
addressed tho mooting. He said ho die 
not know why he was called upon, un 
less it was for tho reason that they 
wanted to hear from tho farmers' move 
ment, and proceeded to say that, as ho 
had not trained in that company since it 
was sold out to tho democrats at Spring 
field, lie could not give much informa 
tion as to its present statue.

this clusa of centuries that followed the 
the physical age, came the intellectual 
ngo, the ono iu which we live. The 
hey note of every assembly, to-day, is a 


speech, a poem, somo intellectual effort 
After another timo of chaos there wil 
.succeed the moral age, in which man 
will do right to his fellowmon. As now 
we would choose death to insanity, a 
loeis of reason, so then will men equally 
shrink from a bnso thought or a wrong 
deed. Lastly, out of tho chaos of doatl 
shall come tho spiritual age—eternal life 
—now "our life is hid with Christ in 
God," then shall wo know even also ns 
wo nro known. 


No mero outline can give anything 


like a just idea of this picture. Every 
thought sparkled with originality. The 
audience listened with eager interest for 
more than an hour as they beheld the 
nlreiLiu of hnmahity beginning in Eden 
passing through the ages of earth, anc 
part at last upon this delta of the throne.
